AFLOAT, CRIPPLED BY AN ICEBERG 


COLLISION OFF HALIFAX COAST 


Transfer of 1470 
Passengers Was 


Effected During the Night Without 


the Loss of a Single Life 


WIRELESS MESSAGES CALLED AID OF SISTER SHIPS 


Women and Children Were Placed in the Lifeboats 


Ready to Put to Sea—Passenger List Included 


Many Notables Fnroute to United States- 


Titanic Had Accommodations for 3,500 


Passengers and Carried 


Crew of 860. 


New York, April 15.—The transfer of the 1470 passengers of the 


White Star Liner Titanic to the steamers Parisian and Capathia was 
effected without the loss of a single life today after the vessel 
had rammed an ice berg 600 miles off Halifax. The accident 
occurred on the maiden trip of the Titanic which was the largest 
vessel afloat. That no lives were lost is a tribute to the perfect calm 


of the sea and the speed which facilitated the transfer. 


Eeports that the liner was sinking, apparently borne out by the 


abrupt discontinuance of the last direct wireless message', were con- 
tradicted by .later reports-that the Titanic was making its way 
slowly towards Halifax.

city in Central Ohio.

It is in a valley, 


and covers a very large 
space of 


ground. 


There are some very beautiful lawns 


which could be made still more ijeau'J- 


by the addition of well trimmed 


trees, and well kept grass. The back 
vaids should be kept as clean as the 
front yards. They should have flow- 
eis, shade trees and if they contain 
;ardens, they should be well kept. 
Newark has very wide streets, which

Newark should have either 
elevated or underground railroads. In- 
stead of two small depots we should 


have one fine modern union station. 
This should be surrounded by a lawn 
containing flower beds and drinking 
fountains.

should have more nice rocking chairs 
and be a great deal cleaner. 


The public square is a very fine 


place, because there are not very many 
cities that have one like ours.

HOME 


. Some Helps for the Inexperienced Housecleaner, 


HE mistress of a home who confronts the housecleaning problem 


for the first time is often puzzled as to what to do to clean certain 
things. - Especially 'is this true today, when girls are not brought u'ji 
to understand the management of a home as they were fifty year.1 


Many a girl today takes up housekeeping without having the slightest 


.preparation, and when the serious problems of her work confront her, she 
has no idea'whatever of what to do. 
A few suggestions therefore may 


prove helpful. 
• 
• 


'Or.o of (lie first things to need touching up a little is the furniture. 


What to do of course depends upon its condition. If the dining table is 
very much marked up with hot dishes, nothing can be, done for it except 
to have it completely done over by regular furniture people. 
But if it is 


only slightly marked, a good rubbing with a reliable furniture polish, or 
even with crude oil, .will help. 
One housekeeper finds that by rubbing 


v.-ith a soft cloth saturated with benzine, wonders can be accomplished in 
removing unsightly white spots. 
If the furniture looks dull or is scratched, 


wiping with linseed oil and turpentine in'its equal parts will restore it. 
Rub with a soft rag and then wipe off thoroughly with a clean rag. 


Furniture can be cleaned by washing with cold water, soft, if it is 


available, and wiping dry with a soft chamois. 
Wipe only one way, and 


do not use a dry chamois on varnished furniture. 


If the furniture-is. very shabby, it may be best to revarnish it. Be- 


fore beginning to varnish remove all blemishes with sandpaper or pumice 
stone. 


Another task that confronts the housecleaner is the cleaning of wall- 


paper. 
Tills can be done with stale bread. 
Cut a loaf in half and very 


lightly rub it over the soiled places. As the bread becomes soiled, cut it 
off in slices. 
Clean only a small place at a time, and always rub in one 


direction. 


Another good way to clean wall-paper is to mix pipe-clay with water 


until it is about the consistency of ordinary cream. 
Lay this very thin 


paste on the wall-paper where It is soiled, and leaves it on over night to 
dry. 
In tiro morning remove it with a rather stiff brush. 
A penknife may 


be used, but great care must be taken not to injure the paper.. 


How to clean marble that has become stained or discolored is a 


problem that many a housekeeper finds it hard to solve. 
A woman who 


lias solved it to her satisfaction says mix two parts of common washing 
roda with one part of chalk and one of'ground pumice stone. 
All should 


bo finely powdered and mixed into a paste with water. 
Rub it well over 


tho marble and leave on for a few'hours, then wash off with soap and water. 


Another recipe for the same work is to dissolve a quarter pound of 


concentrated lye in a pint of cold water and add enough of Fuller's earth 
ar.d whiting to make a thick paste. 
Spread this over the marble and let 


remain a ie\v days. Then brush off.

JESUS A SPIRIT 
NO LONGER FLESH 


Pastor Russell Explains an un- 


scriptural Error,

THE RESURRECTION OF CHRIST 


Bible Clear and Harmonious on This 


Subject, Pastor Russell Points Out. 
Theory of Body Resurrection Unrea- 
sonable and Suggests Ghastliness. 
''Flesh and Blood Cannot Inherit the 
Kingdom of God"—Natural Men Can- 
not Appreciate Spiritual Things.

April 14. — Pastor 
Russell addressed 
large audiences 
here today. We re- 
port one of his dis- 
courses from the 
text, "With what 
body 
do 
they 


come?"—I Cor. xv, 
35. 


On last Lord's 


day we discussed 
the fact of the res- 
urrection and show- 


ed from St. Paul's words that without 
God's purpose of a resurrection those 
who have fallen asleep in death would 
have perished as brutes. We followed 
with the Apostle the assurances that 
Christ did rise from the dead and be- 
come the First-fruits of all those who 
have gone into the sleep of death. Oth- 
ers, indeed, were awakened temporari- 
ly—as, for instance, Jairus* daughter, 
Lazarus the friend of Jesus, and the 
Bon of the widow of Nain. 


Yet none of those Instances is count- 


led as a resurrection, for it is said that 
'Christ is the First-fruits of those who 
slept Their awakening was merely of 
a temporary nature, and they soon re- 
lapsed into the sleep of death. They 
did not have a full resurrection—an- 
as t as Is—& raising up to perfection of 
life, such as the redemptive work of 
Jesus guarantees to Adam and to all 
his race willing to accept the same un- 
der the terms of the New Covenant. 


You will recall that on last Lord's 


Cay we demonstrated from the Scrip- 
tures that it is not the body, but the soul, 
that is promised a resurrection—that it 
was onr Lord's soul that went to sheol, 
to hades, to the death state, and that 
,<3od raised nim up from, death on tha 
third day. We noted a difficulty into 
which all Christendom was plunged bj 
the nnscriptural theory that it is the 
br-ily dial i« to be resurrected. We now 
voniimiu to search and note well fur- 
tlic'- >'.:^'n!!ies into which this errol 
p',~..'w! u MS believers in the words oi 
C''i'.-,L ijitniruiiiriy in connection witli 
our lU'duemer'b resurrection. 


What Went to Heaven? 


The ordinary thought in Christian 


minds in respect to Jesus' death and 
resurrection is that when He seemed ta 
die He did not die; that Ho, the being, 
the soul, oould not die; that, instead, 
He went to Heaven, and then, on the 
third day, came back to get the body 
which nnd been crucified; and that He 
took it to hoavcii forty days later; that 
He has hud th.it body ever since; and 
that He wil! have it to all eternity, 
marred with the print of the nails in 
His hands and feet, the thorns upon 
His brow, and the spear mark in His 
side. What a ghastly thought! How 
strange that we should ever have been 
misled, into so unscriptural and unrea- 
sonable a theory! Some endeavor to 
gloss tho matter by suggesting that oui 
Lord's flesh is glorified—that it shines— 
tho shining presumably making the 
wounds all the more conspicuous. 


Our Methodist friends have not yet 


changed their statement of the matter, 
namely, "He ascended up on high, tak- 
ing Ills fleshly body with Him, and all 
that appertained thereto, and sat down 
on the right hand of God." This me 
dieval statement correctly admits that 
the fleshly body was not the Lord's, 
but that He, the SOB!, took it with Him 
as luggage. The statement, "and all 
that appertained thereto," presumably 
would refer to our Lord's sandals, 
walking stick and such clothing as tho 
soldiers did not divide amongst them 
at tho time of His crucifixion—if in- 
deed He had any others! But our dear 
Methodist friends want to be sure thai 
nothing was left behind. 


All this is of a piece with the theory 


that the saints when they die go to 
heaven, and then, later, come back and 
get their bodies, "and all things apper- 
taining thereto"—the inconveniences 
that they • have been rid of for cen- 
turies! 
How 
many 
trunkloacls of 


"things appertaining thereto" may bo 
taken by some, and how mixed an as- 
sortment by others is not stated. Nei- 
ther arc particulars given respecting 
Uioso whose clothing, etc., have inean- 
iime worn out. 
But we have had 


anougli of this, if it has helped us to 
noe tlio absurdity of our theories re- 
ceived from the "Dark Ages"—if it lins 
awakened ns to thought and to Riblo 
Investigation on this important and in- 
teresting subject. 


What Say tho Scriptures? 


Tho Bible presentation of this snb- 


Joi't is every way reasonable, consist- 
ent and l);irmoniou<5 
St. Pnu! points 


out (lint "tliero is a natural body and 
there is a spirit body." 
ITe does not 


mean and he docs not say that the 
spirit body is a human body glorified. 
Quite to tlio contrary. He declares 
th.it "Flesh and blood cannot inherit 
th^ Kingdom of God"—no matter how 
gliriued it might b«. A human being 


•would be so- totally different from a 
spirit being that, us St. i'aul says, "It 
doth not yet appear what we shall be," 
in o'ir resurrection change; and the 
Scriptures do not even attempt to give 
us an explanation. 


The Bible merely declares that as we 


now bear tho image of the earthy, 
Adam, we shall, by the glorious resur- 
rection change, be given a share in tho 
nature and likeness of the Second 
Adam, our glorious Lord. We shall be 
like Him and see Him as He is; and. 
be it noted, we must change from flesh 
and blood conditions to spirit condi- 
tions by resurrection power, in order 
that we may see Him as He is. Surely 
this proves that our Lord Jesus is no 
longer-flesh, ns He once was—"in the 
days of His flesh."—Hebrews v, 7. 
Difference 
Between 
Heavenly 
and 


Earthly Bodies. 


Our text calls attention,to the differ- 


ence between celestial bodies and ter- 
restrial, or earthly bodies, and declares 
that they have different glories. 
It 


tells us that the first Adam was made 
a living soul, a human being, but that 
our Eedeemer, who humbled Himself 
and took the earthly nature, "for the 
suffering of death," thereby became 
the Second Adam—the Heavenly Lord. 
The wide distinction between the Sec- 
ond Adam and the first Adam Is clear- 
ly set forth. One was earthy and the 
other heavenly. As we now bear the 
image of the earthy, we shall, if faith- 
ful, 
bear the heavenly image of our 


Lord, the second Adam, after our res- 
urrection change. 


St. Paul illustrates by saying that 


we know of many kinds of organisms 
on the earthy or fleshly plane—one 
flesh of man, another of beasts, an- 
other of birds and another of fish. But 
however different the organisms they 
are all earthy. So, on the heavenly 
plane, the spirit plane, there are vari- 
eties of organisms, but all are spirit. 


Our heavenly Father is the Head or 


Chief—"God is a Spirit." 
Cherubim, 


seraphim, and the still lower order of 
angels are all spirit beings; and Christ 
Jesus, our Redeemer, after finishing 
the work of sacrificing appointed to 
Him, 
was resurrected to the spirit 


plane—far above angels, principalities 
and powers—nest to the Father; and 
thus we read, "Now the Lord is that 
Spirit." And again that "He was put 
to death in the flesh, but quickened (or 
made alive) in the spirit."—I Pet. iii, 18 


The more we examine the subject 


the more foolish and unscriptural the 
Tiews "handed to us from the Dark 
Ages appear. For instance, the Scrip- 
tures clearly set forth that our Re* 
deemer. prior to becoming a Man, was 
a spirit being—"the Only Begotten of 
the Father, full of grace and truth.' 
His leaving the spirit plane to become 
a Man is Scriptural ly described as a 
great stoop or humiliation. Is it rca 
sonable to suppose that the heavenly 
Father would perpetuate to all eterui 
ty that humiliation, after It had serv- 
ed its intended purpose? Surely not. 


The Bible tells us why Jesus hum- 


bled Himself to the human nature—"a 
little lower than the angels." It was 
because a man had sinned, and the Re 
deemer must, under the Law, be on 
the same plane of being as the one 
whom He would redeem. Thus Jeho 
vah particularly specified, "An eye for 
an eye,' a tooth for a tooth, a life for a 
life." Hence the death of an angel, or 
of our Lord in His pre-human condi 
tion, could not have affected the pay 
ment of man's penalty and the conse 
quent release of the condemned race 
Thus again we read, "A body has 
Thou prepared Me," "for the suffering 
of death."—Hebrews x, 5; ii, 0. 


No one questions that this applies 


exclusively to our Lord's experience: 
during the years in which "He who 
was rich for our sakes became poor 
that we through His poverty might b 
made rich." Surely it is unsupposabl< 
that the Father would arrange a Plan 
by which our Redeemer's faithfulness 
in accomplishing man's redemption 
would cost Him an eternity of poverty 
humiliation, degradation to a plane "a 
little lower than the angels," while the 
Church would be made rich, and would 
attain a spirit state "far above angels" 
—be made "partakers of the divine na- 
ture."—II Peter i, 4. 


God Highly Exalted Him, 


On 'the contrary, the very same Apos- 


tle who tells us ol1 our Lord's humilia- 
tion carries the matter to the climax, 
telling us of His faithfulness, as the 
Man Christ Jesus, unto death, even 
the death of the cross; and then he 
adds an assurance of the heavenly 
Father's faithfulness in not leaving 
His Son on a lower plane: "Whore- 
fore," says the Apostle, "God also high- 
ly exalted Him, and hath given Him a 
name above every name." 
This, too, 


is in harmony with our Lord's words 
in His prayer to the Father. 
A joy 


had been set before Him by the Fa- 
ther—a joy of pleasing the Father, of 
bringing a blessing to mankind, and 
the joy also of exaltation, as a special 


I reward for obedience. 


But the Redeemer, ignoring all the 


promises of a higher glory as a reward 
lor His faithfulness, merely prayed to 
the Father in these words, "Father, 
glorify Thou Me with the glory which 
I had with Thee before the world 
was." 
In humility He asked no re- 


ward. He did not pray. Remember 
that you promised a still greater exal- 
tation in glory! No, lie would be quite 
content to have served the Father's 
purpose and plans and then to return 
to the glorious state in which He was 
before He left the glory, and for our 
sakcs became poor and took upon Him- 
self the human nature. And what said 
tlie heavenly Father in response to that 
prayer? Oh, we remember the words 
of Jehovah were, "I have glorified 
Thee, and I will glorify Thee again," 
or furl her—the Implication is that of a 
still lumber glory than the one which 
He enjoyod before lie was made flesh. 


He Appeared and Disappeared. 


Two lines of difficulties present thein- 


Belves, one of which can be answered 
and the other cannot. The unauswe* 
ible difficulty is where a natural-mini, 
ed man undertakes to reason the sub"1 
ect out. 
He finds it impossible of 


comprehension as be finds other item| 
of Divine revelation. St. Paul explain^ 
his, saying, "The natural man receir-, 
etb. not the things of the Spirit of God, 
neither can he know them, because 
they are spiritually discerned." The 
Apostle proceeds to tell us that all men 
are natural men, except such as have 
been begotten by the Holy Spirit. All 
natural men will, in their resurrection, 
receive earthly, or human bodies, while 
all spiritual ones, New Creatures in 
Christ, will receive spirit bodies, as St. 
I'aul explains In our context, versea 
S(5-r>o. 


Those of'my hearers, therefore, wha 


have never accepted Christ, and made 
a full consecration of their all to be His 
disciples, following in His footsteps, 
may know that they have not been be- 
gotten of the Holy Spirit (because only 
upon these terms ai'e any begotten ol 
the Spirit). 
These, therefore, I will 


ask to consider what I say, and hold it, 
if they please, tentatively, until such 
time as, in God's providence, they may 
be begotten of the Holy Spirit, and 
thus be enabled to understand spiritual 
matters such as this. 


Another class who have difficulty on 


this subject are the spirit-begotten ones 
who have been entangled in their rea- 
eoning by the declaration of the creeds 
respecting the resurrection of the body. 
It Is difficult to unlearn error. When 
visiting various lands and learning of 
the hold of superstition upon the hea- 
thens, I said to myself, I believe that 
we Christians experience just as much 
difficulty in unlearning our errors as 
these heathens do in getting free from 
theirs. 
The Unconsecrated Cannot Understand 


Spiritual Problems. 


Coming to the point of what is to be' 


resurrected, we note the fact that our 
Lord appeared in a body of flesh, and 
showed the disciples, the print of the 
nails and the hole made by the spear. 
But we, perhaps, failed to note that 
only twice did He thus appear, and but 
for a few moments each time. His 
other six or seven appearances during 
that forty days were also very brief, 
and in various bodies—once as a gar- 
dener, another time as a traveler—His 
third time as a stranger on the shore, 
and to Saul of Tarsus, as a spirit be- 
ing, of more than angelic brightness, 
"shining above the brightness of the 
saa at noonday." We overlooked the 
fact that these appearances, if all put 
together, would probably not have ex- 
ceeded four hours out of the entire for- 
ty days in which our Lord tarried with 
His disciples after His resurrection 
and before His ascension. 
"We were 


not critical students when we over- 
looked those things, and forgot to 
ask ourselves why these things were 
so.

April 12, 1912, an article appeared 


in the American Tribune under the 
heading, "Using Position to Milk the 
Public of Money Due."

was first printed in the Utica Her-

In the first place we want to say

Now we think when you know the 


whole truth you will agree with me 
that there was no great wirong done 
and if there was, it should rest at 
least in part on others' shoulders. 


We want to say that long before 


Mr. Kempton appeared in the oiUice 
of the county 
for his war- 


Now we see more distinctly why our 


Lord did as He did. His disciples were 
natural men and therefore could nob 
appreciate spiritual things. Further- 
more, they could not receive the guid- 
ing of the Holy Spirit until the Lord's 
ascension and appearance in the pres- 
ence of the Father on behalf of His 
Church, to make satisfaction for their 
sins, and to make them acceptable 
joint-sacrlficers with Him. Meantime, 
had Jesus not tarried those forty days 
—had He ascended immediately after 
His resurrection—the disciples, stunned 
and bewildered, would have had no 
assurance of His resurrection. 
They 


would have found it impossible to go 
out and tell the people that He had 
risen from the dead when they had no 
proof to this effect. 


And even if Jesus bad appeared to 


them as He did to Saul of Tarsus, 
above the bright shining of the sun, 
this would not have been convincing 
and satisfactory- 
They might have 


said, Here is a phenomenon, but how 
can we positively associate it with the 
life and death of Jesus? Matters were 
different with Saul of Tarsus. lie 
needed something to thoroughly arouse 
him and to teach him for all time, 
and others through him, that the Lord 
is not a Man, but "that Spirit." Be- 
sides, some of the disciples who al- 
ready believed were able to give Saul 
of Tarsus assurances of what they 
knew respecting the resurrection of 
Jesus and His ascension. 
No Foolish Suggestions In Bible About 


the Resurrection. 


The Lord adopted the only reason- 


able way of helping His disciples to 
understand that He was no longer 
dead—that He had risen from the dead 
—and that He was no longer human, 
but had been glorified, and had become 
a spirit being. The two things were 
necessary and they were done at the 
same time. 


Even on the occasions when our Lord 


appeared in a body Kko to the one cru- 
cified, He took care that the manifes- 
tation should be under such conditions 
as would positively prove that He had 
become a spirit being. He came into 
the room where they were while the 
door was shut, and after a few words 
with them He vanished from their 
sight, as no human being could have 
done and as He never did during His 
earthly career. 
That the Apostles 


caught the thought is well evidenced 
by St. Paul's argument on the sub- 
ject in our text. There is no fooli.sh 
taigjrcstion in the Bible about Jesns 
having a fleshly body In heaven—Hint 
Is all in our creeds and hymn books, 
prepared for us by our well-meaning 
l»ut mistaken forefathers, who used to 
burn one another at the stake if they 
failed to promptly agree together on 
iiich propositions.

During the 
recent local option 


campaign in Newark the Rev. J. E. 
Meeker of Missouri, spoke before a 
large audience in the Newark Audi- 
torium. 
Mr. Meeker argued against 


county option. 


The St. Louis Congregational Asso- 


ciation through a committee appoint- 
ed last week 
at 
its 
semi-annual 


meeting, has made its report censur- 
ing Dr. Meeker, pastor of Compton 
Hill, St. Louis, Congregational church 
because he spoke against prohibition 
in campaigns. 
After a session which 


lasted all afternoon and well into tne 
night the committee made its report.. 
It heard Dr. Meeker's accusers and 
also heard the pastor's defense. 


Dr. Meeker made anti-prohibition 


speeches in Ohio in the fall of 1911 
and has made other public utterances 
on the subject. 
The trial was pre- 


cipitated by overtures and resolutions 
coming to the St. Louis body from 
Ohio Congregationalists. 
They sent 


President A. T. Perry of Marietta 
College, Marietta, and Rev. Thomas 
H. Warner of Newark to St. Louis to 
press their charges. 


When the camplaint was taken up 


tho association excluded 
reporters 


and all visitors from its meeting for 
a secret session 


After expressing the principles as 


fundamental to the church policy the 
report concludes by saying: 


Now therefore, the premises con- 


sidered, we do disapprove the action 
of our brother in carrying his opin- 
ions into the territory of other asso- 
ciations 
and 
openly 
and publicly 


working against the expressed wishes 
of those churches and ministers, as 
an act: of trespass upon the spirit of 
Christian fellowship and a violation 
of 
the 
Christian courtesy 
which 


should prevail among all churches 
and ministers of our denomination. 


Dr. Meekers has not as yet indi- 


cated what his response to the ver- 
dict will 
be. 
When asked for a 


statement he said: 


"I am undecided as to what my 


future will be. 1 have, so far as the 
question raised in the report, is con- 
cerned, never done anything under 
cover, but on thp contrary have been 
open and above, board in all I have 
said and done.'"

NEWARK RATS 


INCREASE COST 


OF YOUR LIVING 


There is no business vocation that 


does not pay tribute to the rat and 
his eternal hunger. The florist com- 
plains of the bulbs rats eat, the plants 
they strip of leaves, buds and even the 
blossoms. The brewer says they arc 
very fond of malt. 
Grocers and com- 


mission men also suffer heav\- losses 
from rats, especially on packed eggs. 
The eggs in the top of 
a case 
are 


broken and the yolks run down on the 
unbroken ones, 
although 
they 
are 


often carried away unbroken. 
On a 


level surface the rat rolls the egg be- 
fore him, but he can easily carry it 'ip 
or down a stairway, 
holding it 
be- 


tween one paw and his neck and chin 
while going on three legs. Shipped 
fruits and vegetables 
are 
often re- 


ceived by the , commission 
house in 


gnawed condition, due 
to ears and 


steamships in which they were ship- 
ped being infested with rats. Livery 
stable owners complain of losses in 
feed and harness due to the ravages 
of rats, while sometimes the hoof of 
horses are 
gnawed until they bleed. 


Dry goods stores 
suffer 
big losses 


from rats gnawing lace curtains, car- 
pets, matting and dress goods. Hotels, 
restaurants, bakeries and candy stores 
lose 
even 
greater 
amounts. 
Some 


merchants pay from $100.00 to $600.00 
yearly to expert rat catchers-—and say 
that 
the 
expenditure 
saves 
them 


money! 


Rats are able to gnaw through any- 


thing except iron, glass, cement anJ 
stone. 
Tn a single night 
they 
can 


gnaw through a heavy door or grain 
bin. 
They 
undermine foundations, 


enter wardrobes, eat whatever 
they 


can find, and carry away many valu- 
able articles for nest-making. 
.In a 


single nest were found 
three 
bed- 


room towels, two serviettes, five dust- 
coths, two pairs linen knickerbockers, 
six 'linen and one silk 
handkerchief. 


Stored near this same nest for food 
wore 1 3-2 pounds of sugar, a pudding, 
a stalk of celery, a beet, a carrot, tur- 
nips and potatoes! 


All of this is a heavy drain on the 


scanty purse of the city dweller and 
increases the already high eo.st of liv-
